The familiar magician’s slogan 
of “now you see it, now you don’t" 
can be equally effective fooling 
fish in a similar, though less 
subtle, way. 

Anglers who fail to mix their 
“tricks” usually end up with an 
unresponsive underwater audi¬ 
ence, note the fishing experts at 
Mercury outboards. This is par¬ 
ticularly true at this season when 
fish arc unpredictable in their 
location and appetites ... at any 
hour of any day. 

To prospect successfully these 
days, it’s necessary to use the 
whole bag of tricks in order to 
discover the right combination 
that clicks at that particular 
minute. 

Anyone who continues to cast 
the same lure hour after hour 
seldom gets much more than ex¬ 
ercise, unless it’s that rare oc¬ 
casion when anything works. 

Fall tactics are usually best 
when based on a methodical ap¬ 
proach which consists of changing 
lures, baits and fishing holes when 
any given attack proves unproduc¬ 
tive. 

Each man should mentally pre¬ 
pare a systematic attack before 
starting off for a day of fishing 
during autumn. He should con¬ 
dition himself to the wisdom of 
mixing his tricks; to the fact 
that fish are stirring about in re¬ 
sponse to fluctuating tempera¬ 
tures and are food conscious in 
an unsatiable, yet unpredictable 
way. 

He should be ready to give each 
type of lure a try in each location 
— topwater, medium-running and 
bottom-scratching. He should 
change actions and styles in each 
category, as well as colors 
and patterns and be willing to 
prospect the points as well as the 
favored coves. And, when all else 
fails, fall back on that old reliable, 
trolling . . . with, perhaps, a 
heavier hand on the throttle. 

Give ’em everything in the 
tackle box, urge the Mercury lads. 
You- won’t bore your audience, 
and you’re certain to strike the 
right chord.

Consumer Protection 
Program Needed 

In a statement on high food 
prices and the protection of con¬ 
sumer rights, Lt. Governor Elliot 
Richardson saicl today: 

“Recent housewives’ boycotts of 
food stores are a clear indication 
of the urgent need for the con¬ 
sumer protection program I an¬ 
nounced last August 15. 

“At that time I pledged to es¬ 
tablish a Division of Consumer 
Protection within the attorney 
general’s office, which would be 
the strong legal arm of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Consumers Council, 
and to consolidate the functions 
of the Anti-Trust Division within 
the same office. 

“In addition, my program in¬ 
cludes vigorous enforcement of 
the new Retail Installment Sales 
Act, which requires full disclo¬ 
sure of carrying charges on vir¬ 
tually all retail credit sales in 
Massachusetts; an uncompromis¬ 
ing effort to insure strict enforce¬ 
ment of the Truth-in Lending 
bill; Tnith-m-Packaging legisla¬ 
tion to give housewives a fair 
chance to inspect the food they 
are asked to buy; and legislation 
to give the attorney general the 
power to seek a preliminary in¬ 
junction against “bait’ advertis¬ 
ing. 

“The plight of the housewife 
who must feed her family has 
steadily worsened in the months 
since I announced my program. 
As attorney general I will con¬ 
sider it my duty to probe for any 
evidence of conspiracy to main¬ 
tain high food price levels and 
exercise to the fullest extent the 
anti-trust laws we now have. 

“In addition, I will call a Con¬ 
ference on Consumer Problems, 
calling together representatives of 
all law enforcement agencies, con¬ 
sumer groups, retailers and manu¬ 
facturers, to outline a total gov¬ 
ernmental program of consumer 
protection. 

“The attorney general has pri¬ 
mary responsibility for protecting 
the rights of the people of Mas- ;

sachusetts in the market place. To 
the extent possible he must pro¬ 
tect the housewife’s dollar—and I 
believe that a great deal can be 
done on the state level. But. he 
must also put an end to the sub¬ 
tle and constant threats of small¬ 
time vultures in home improve¬ 
ment swindles, schemes to de¬ 
fraud the elderly and gyp the 
housewife, health quackery, hid¬ 
den installment charges and vi¬ 
cious loan shark operations.”
